The Exploitation Committee composed of representatives from 
CIA and the IAC agencies submitted the following major 
recommendations to Chief, Foreign Documents Branch for 
official IAC concurrence t 


(1) The Central Intelligence Agency should assume 
responsibility for overall coordination of exploi- 
tation of foreign language documents and to per- 
form neoessary exploitation centrally. 

(2) A permanent Foreign Documents Exploitation Committee 
should be established to assist the Director of 
Central Intelligence ±n the exploitation program. 

(3) Appropriate instruction and directives should be 
formulated embodying the recommendations outlined. 
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
